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To Curb Union Racketeering 

During his recent lecture under the sponsorship of 
the Columbia University Institute of Arts and Science, 
William H. Davis. Chairman of the War Labor Board, 
recommended legislation to curb racketeering and to 
make public the financial records of recognized trade 
unions. 

Specifically, Mr. Davis suggested that all unions car- 
tified by the government as collective -bargaining agents 
be required to embody in constitutions provisions for the 
democratic election of union officers. Together with a 
limitation on the term of union officials to two yean, this. 
Mr. Davis told his audience, would go far to prevent con- 
trol by racketeers. 

He recommended also that the financial records of 
unions certified as bargaining agencies be thrown open «o 
public inspection Uke the records of corporauons. The 
"small struggling unions" not recognized for bargaining 
Mr. Davis said should be exempt from such a regulation. 

Why union racketeering has been permitted has been 
a mystery to most of us for a long rime. Possibly some- 
thml can be done about it now that the WLB head has 
agreed that the need for Its correction is so urgent 



More Than "Flashes of Geniut" 

The Supreme Court recently held that a new device 
"must reveal the flash of creative genius*' to be patenUblc. 

Inventors, manufacturers, and lawyers alike contend 
that this Is a false standard of Invention, the National 
Association of Manufacturers points out in a publication, 
"Industry's View on Patents and Postwar America." 

Should such an interpretation be applied as the com- 
mon standard, every patent now in existence as well as 
those yet to be granted is threatened. Genius is there, it 
is true, but some of our most valued new products luch as 
vitamin B-l, synthetic rubber, radio, and television are the 
result of years of painstaking research rather than the 
"flash of genius" visualized by the high court. 

It seems probable that this Supreme Court ruling has 
been misconstrued in the lower courts, and that immeasur- 
able harm will be done to science and useful arti which 
the patent system was Intended to protect.

These men had been sInRtcd out from 
the multitude for icturn lo America be* 
cause General MncArthur believed (hat 
the MTB's had proved their worlh In 
warfare, and hoped that these oHlcers 
could bring back to America Ihclr actuol 
battle experience, by which Irnlnecs 
could bencllt. 

Their Squndron Commnnder, Llculen' 
ant John Dulkcley (now LlcutenantCom- 
mander) of course needs no Introducr 
tlon, n» he Is olrrody a noiinnal hero 
(or his port In brlnRlng MocArthur out 
of Balaan. But because the navy was 
then kecpInK him so busy fulfiUlnf! his- 
Qblisntlons as a national hero. Dulkelcy 
had to delegate to Lieutenant Ifohvit 
BolllnB Kelly a major part of Ihc task of 
rouncllntt out Ihc narrative. I Ihink the 
reader will auree that the choice was 
v.lse. for LJculcnant Kelly. In addition (o 
beinx a brave ond competent naval om- 
cer, has a sense of narrative and a keen 
•ye for slfinlflcnnt detail, two attributes 
which may never help him tn battle but 
which were of ureal value lo Ihts hook. ■ 
Ensigns Anthony Akers and George K. 
Cox Jr.. also contributed much vivid 
detail. 

As a rcxull, I found when 1 had 
ftnlshcd that I had not Just the adventure 
•tory of a single squadron, but In the 
background the whole trafllc panorama 
. •! the Philippine campaign— America's 
Uttit Dunkirk.

Are frequently and properly withheld In 
■ war. because the enemy would tnke

Dot this story now can safely 
be told because the sad chapter Is ended, 
The Jopancsc know Just how Inadequate 
' our equipment was. because they de- 
stroyed or captured practically oil of It. 
I have been wandering In and out of 
wars since 1039. and many limes before 
have I seen the sad young men come 
' out of battle— come with the whistle ol 
flying steel and the nimble of falling 
i walls Btlll In their cars, come out to 
i the fat. well fed elites behind the lines. 
, where the complacent citizens always 
1 choose from the newsstands those papers 
< whose headlines proclaim every skirmish 
[ It a magnificent victory. 
i And through those plump cities the sad 
young men back from battle wander as 
j atrangeri In a strange land, talking • 
1 (Tim language of realism which the 
■ imus cltlienry doesn't understand, try- 
! mg to tell of a tragedy which few enjoy 
\ tearing. 

Tlicse four sad young men differ from 
• those 1 havt talked to in Europe only in 
' that they art Americans, and the trag- 
edy they bear witness to Is our own 
failure, and the smugness they struggle 
' Kgalnst la our own complacency.

torpedo lubes, nnd four 50-caUbcr 
machine guns— firing in pairs from 
eacli side. As for armor, well, , 
there's n story on that. The first 
time we tangled with the Japs one of 
our machine-gunners kept crouching 
down behind the shield which rose 
just under the noses of his guns. 
When it was over we aakcd him 
why ho hadn't stood up to fire. 

" 'Hell,' he said, *I didn't want to 
get nicked. I was crouching down 
behind that armor.* Then we had to 
tell him that shield was ^li-inch ply- 
wood— keeps spray out of your eyes, 
but it can't stop anything the Jap.s 
might send. There isn't an ounce of 
armor steel on tl)c boat— we're little 
eggshells, designed to roar in, let 
fiy a Sunday punch, nnd then get the 
hell out, zigging to dodge the shells 
—but again I'm getting ahead. 

*'\Ve went out to the islands last 
fall. I was comtrianding officer of 
tile squadron— I'd picked every om- 
cer and man in the outfit from vol- 
unteers—told them we were heading 
for troul. %. £o thoy piled us ond our 
six boats on o tanker. In late sum- 
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"They expect you lo slay Ihere 
until you're klHetl or captured." 
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"You don't understand," said .the 
jfoung navol omcer, "we were ex- 
pendable." He was very earnest as 
kt lolled on the bunk in the oflicers* 
Ipiarters of the torpedo station at 
Mewport, along with the other three 
•fncers who had also just got out of 
the Philippines. 
I admitted I didn't understand, 
"Well, it's like this. Suppose 
you're a sergeant machine-gunner, 
and your army is retreating and 
i: the enemy advancing. The captain 
' takes you to a machine gun covering 
the road. *Vou're to stay here and 
kold this position.' he tells you. 'For 
Bow long?' you ask. 'Never mind,* 
kt answers, 'just hold it.' Then you 
know you're expendable. In a war, 
Anything can be expendable— money 
•ff. gasoline or equipment or most 
uually men. They arc expending 
you and that mochlne gun to get 
time. They don't expect to see ei- 
■ tter one again. They expect you to 
•tay there and spray that road with 
•tecl until you're killed or captured, 
holding up the enemy for a few min- 
utes or even a precious quarter of 
an hour. 

"You know the situation— that 
those few minutes gained are worth 
the life of a man to your army. So 
you don't mind it until you come 
back here where people waste hours 
and days and sometimes weeks, 
when you've seen your friends give 
flieir lives to save minutes—" 

"Look, never mind about that," 
■aid Lieutenant John Bulkcley. the 
senior officer. "People don't like to 
kc4r about that. I've learned that 
ki the week I've been back. Let's 
. atart at the beginning. And first a 
word about us. 

"We four ore what is left of Motor 
Torpedo Boat Squadron three. Last 
lall there were sLx little boats— and 
' about a dozen men to a boat. Each 
ane is a plywood speedboat, seventy 
feet long and twenty feet wide, pow- 
•red by three Packard motors which 
ean send her roaring over the top 
of the water about as fast os a Pack- 
ard automobile ever gets a chance to 
travel on a highway. So fast, in 
iact, that those motors have lo be 
changed every few hundred hours. 
They should be, but what happens lo 
that pretty theory In a war is an- 
other story- we lost every spare mo- 
tor when our bases were bombed, 
and some of those in the boats had 
to do quadruple their allotted term 
kcfort tha boaU wera lost— but 
tbkt'a gtttinf ahaad of Iha itory. 
»lMh kMt to trmad with four 



mer, we snuck through the Panama 
Canal one night, and were steaming 
up Manila Bay in the early fall. 

"On my way back here last week, 
I had a few hours in Honolulu, and 
the boys were still talking about 
I how they'd been surprised on De- 
cember 7. I don't know why they 
should have been, because they got 
the same warning we did in Manila. 
That war was maybe days, perhaps 
even only hours, away. The only 
thing that surprised us was that it 
was Pearl Harbor that got the first 
attack, not us. 

"We'd been following the negotia- 
tions. We knew we needed sixty 
more days to put the islands in 
shape for decent defense. We need- 
ed planes and tanks. Most impor- 
tant of all, at least half the Filipino 
army had never had a imiform on 
until a few weeks before the fighting 
started. They needed training, and 
Washington knew this just as well 
as we did. and of coiurse didn't want 
war. 

"But now for a little geography. 
Here's Manila Bay— a big beautiful 
harbor twenty' miles across. At the 
far end is the city of Manila, and il 
you were suddenly put down there, 
you'd think you were in Los Angeles, 
until you noticed the faces of the 
people. At the mouth of Manila Bay, 
the upper lip is Bataan Peninsula 
and the lower one is Batangas. with 
the Rock— Corrogidor Island— a hard 
little pill between the two lips. Arid 
wc are stationed at Cavitc, the big 
American naval base on the lower 
side of the bay, about halfway be- 
tween Manila and the harbor's 
mouth. 

"We're under orders of Admiral 
Hart, who Is Commander in Chief 
of the Far Eastern fleet, based 
there. Only how long will we stay? 
Because as war drew close, rumors 
began to fly. If It came soon, we 
might be getting out because we 
didn't have air superiority. The Japs 
could run down from Formosa and 
bag our little Asiatic fleet, so maybe 
we'd be pulling out for the southern 
islands, waiting for aircraft carriers 
which would bring fighters to pro- 
tect us. 

"The night of December 8 we were 
all asleep in Ihe olllccrs' quarters 
at Cavitc," Bulkcley went on, "when 
my telephone rang about three in 
the morning and 1 first learned the 
Japs had struck at Peorl Harbor." 
"When they shook me, I didn't 
believa it." aald. Ensign Akers. He> 
a taU, dark silent Texan. "1 wu 
•ura tbty wara kidding. 1 Juit otM, 



'It's a hell of a time lo declare 
war,' and rolled over." 

"The message said I was to come 
on down to the Commandantia," 
continued Bulkeley. "It's an old 
thick-walled Spanish building, and 
when I got there, Admiral Rock- 
well, who was in command at Ca- 
vitc, and Captain Ray, his chief of 
stafT, were already dressed. Dawn- 
was just beginning to break over 
Manila Bay, and the Admiral was 
watching the sky. 'They oight lo 
be here any minute,' he said. And 
then he told mo to prepare my six 
boats for war sta'.inns. They were 
going to send us over to Eulaan at 
the naval base in Marivclos Harbor, 
just opposite Corregidor." 

"I was prepared for the v/nr," said 
Kelly, the squadron's second in rum- 
mand, a tall blnr.d lieutenant with 
quick blue eyes. "I'd heard al.oui 
the secret operation oi-dcrs— wiioi 
the fleet would do under any ol 
three eventualities, so the night bu- 
fore I'd gone over to the Army and 
Navy Club at Manila and put aboard 
the thickest charcoal-broiled filet 
mignon I could buy there, plus 
French fries and a big tomato with 
Roquefort dressing, finishing off with 
brandy and a cigar. I figured I'd 
at least have them to remember. 

"Wc spent that first day fully 
manned, anticipating a bombing at- 
tack. Five of the boats were dis- 
persed along the siiore about a hun- 
dred yards apart— the sixth was pa- 
trolling. Ail day we loaded them 
with food— cans of corned beef, Vi- 
enna sausage, vegetables, and 
canned potatoes — don't laugh dt 
that, it's better than rice— canned 
fruit, fruit, cofTce. 

"I saw the first planes about noon 
flying out over the bay. At first I 
thought they were ours, but after 
about a minute our shore batteries 
opened up. They were coming over 
at 20,000 and of course immediately 
we shoved all our boats of! and 
out into the bay. But we heard noth- 
ing drop. It was probably just a 
reconnaissance raid- feeling us out. 
"Of course there were all kinds of 
rumors — that Zamboanga and 
Davao, down in the southern archi- 
pelago, had been taken. Also that 
our navy patrol planes had gone up 
lo Northern Luzon to intercept Jap 
transports gatliering off Aparri 
there. We even heard our aircrofl 
tenders had boon surprised and tak- 
en, but that one proved false. Yet 
that morning, nothing was sure. 

"About three o'clock orders came 
from Squadron Commander Bulke- 
ley to send three boats, under my 
command, over to Mariveles on Ba- 
taan and report lo the submarine 
tender there for food, water, and 
torpedoes, and to remain on the 
ready— available lo go out and at- 
tack anything he ordered us to. By 
five o'clock we cast olT. We had 
some passengers to deliver at Cor- 
regidor, so il was eight and plenty 
dark before we were outside the 
tnine fields, feeling our way into 
Mariveles. We thought we knew 
those mine fields, but In pitch-dark- 
ness, with the mine-field lights 
turned of! and of course no lights 
on our boats now, it was something 
else again. 

"At this point the army took over. 
They heard the roar of our motors 
and thought it was Jap planes. 
Searchlights began winking on all 
over Balaan, feeling up into the sky 
for planes— our motors were echoing 
against the mountains on Bataan, 
so they couldn't tell where the noise 
was coming from. Every artillery 
post for twenty-six kilometers around 
went on the alert, and for a few. 
minutes it was a question whether 
we were going to be blown to hell 
by a mine or by one of our own 
shore batteries. 

"But Anally we -snaked through, 
tied up alongside our sub tender, 
and then its skipper delivered a 
piece of nasty news. Told us he 
had orders to get under way just 
before daylight, out to sea— didn't 
know just where they were sending 
him— maybe south, maybe the Dutch 
East Indies, anyway, he wouldn't 
be back. 

"So then the fun began. There 
we were— no base, rations for only 
ten days, and a big problem in how 
we were to live ourselves and what 
in hell we would do with the boaU 
when the^planes came over. In ad- 
dition to which, we were almost flat 
out of gas, and what would we do 
for fuel to fight this war? 

"Pretty soon we k>egan finding 
some of the answers. For instance 
just around the coast from Mari- 
veles in Sisiman Cove was a native 
village— practically abandoned ex- 
cept for a few families— about twen- 
ty nipa huts in all. Wc moved in 
and took over. A nipa hut is a lit- 
tle contraption— single room with 
thatched roof and sides— up off the 
ground four or five feet on bamboo 
stilts. Under il the natives, keep 
their pigs and chickens. The floor is 
split bamboo, and never very tight, 
so the crumbs and small pieces of 
garbage dropped on it can sift down 
into the pigs ond chickens. In one 
corner of the hut is a sandbox, and 
on this sand thfy build a fire for 
c«ioking. Thert never ia a chim- 
nay— tha smoka Juat goea out tha 
vMowa qr through tba 9^r cracka. 



"For Ihc most pari we lived on 
our Ijoats- had to, because wc nev- 
er know when wc would have to 
haul out into the bay in case of a 
dive-bomber attack. Anywoy we had 
a base again. ■ 

"Next, we found our barges loaded 
with gasoline In drums which hod 
been towed out into the bay for us 
by the navy— If they got smacked 
by bombs, they didn't want them 
burning near the wharves. There 
was nobody In charge but a watch- 
man. Each boat liolds two thou- 
sand gallons, and of course it was a 
job pouring all thai through a fun- 
nel. But in addition, it was dan- 
gerous, because our motors hove to 
have 100 octane gasoline— airplane 
grade— ond that volatile stulT Is 
more ticklish than dynamite. A lit- 
tle bit of static can make a hell of 
on explosion, so usually the oiricers 
did the nasty jobs of fueling and 
cleaning gas tanks. No use lo ask 
' men lo take risks when officers 
should lead.- 

"V/e noticed, as wc poured, thai 
this gas had both water and rust In 
ll_yet there was no way to strain it 
out; wc had no chamois. What wc 
couldn't tlicn know was, tills gas 
had been sabotaged. We'll never 
find out when or where— the guy 
who did it is safe, if he's alive. But 
someone had dissolved wax in it- 
wax which congealed inside our gas 
tanks in a coal hr.lf an Inch thick- 
wax which clogged our fillers so that 
sometimes we'd have to slop and 
clean them after an hour's run. 
That's the fuel wc had to fight the 
war on, we were to find out. 

"Then 1 went over to the section 
base to make arrangements for our 
food, and wo got another bump. 
The navy already realized a food 
shortage was coming and cut us 
down to two rations a day— break- 
fast and supper. All you got for 
lunch was stomach cramps about 
noon. There was plenty of them. 

"I also thought I'd better have the 
doctor look at my finger. I'd 
snagged It a few days before and 
hadn't paid much oltenlion. but now 
it was swollen about as thick as a 
walnut. I guessed maybe it was a 
minor strep infection. What I didn't 
know was that out East the strepto- 
cocci are bigger and meaner than 
bulldogs and not to be fooled with. 
He took one look and began to talk 
about the hospitol, but I said the 
hell with that. I was the second of- 
ficer of the squadron and badly need- 
ed. I couldn't stop the war for a 
sore finger. Then he said I ought to 
go over to Corregidor, where they 
had some sulfa drugs. But that was 
out, too, because momentarily we 
expected lo be sont out on a mis- 
sion. Bulkeley had put me in charge 
of the three boots, and I couldn't 
leave. 

"We settled that I'd come over to 
see this doctor daily. 



the other pair of SO's, was the same. 
They'd picked out one plane and 
were pouring it up Into the sky, when 
we saw the plane wobble, and pret- 
ty soon she took oft down the boy, 
weaving unsteadily, smoking, and 
all at once, two or tliree miles away, 
she just wobbled down into the drink 
with a big splash. So we know the 
35 boat got one. Meanwhile the 31 
boot had sliot down two more. After 
that the planes didn't bother straf- 
ing the MTB's. Guess the Jap pilots 
back at their Foimosa base passed 
the word around. 

"It certainly surprised our navy 
too, which had never guessed a tor- 
pedo boat could bring down an air- 
plane. Later on I got a kidding 
message from Captain Ray, chief 
of staff: 

" 'Dear Buck: I really think your 
gang Is getting tno tough. The lat- 
est report is that "Three dive bomb- 
ers were seen being chased over 
IMarlvelcs Moimtaln by an MTB." 
Don't you think this Is carrying the 
war a bit too far?' 

"About 3:30 the Japs loft, so we 
went on back In to Covite to see 
what had happened. They'd flattened 
it— there isn't any other word. Here 
was the only American naval base 
in the Orient beyond Pearl Harbor 
pounded into bloody rubbish. We 
didn't >.ave lime then to think about 
where our American planes could 
have been, because the place was 
a shambles, and we began loading 
in the wounded to take them to 
Canacao hospital. 

"We went on back to Cavite and 
offered to carry more wounded. The 
big base was one sheet of flame ex- 
cept for the ammunition depot. Only 
a piece of the dock was left, and 
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"The big alarm came at noon on 
December 10— we'd pulled up along- 
side a mine sweeper for water when 
word came that a large flight of 
Jap "planes was headed toward the 
Manila area, coming from the di- 
rection of Formosa. We pulled away 
from tile tender, out into open wa- 
ter, and fifteen minutes later we 
saw them— several formations- 1 
counted about twenty-seven to twen- 
ty-nine planes in each— two-motor 
bombers — lovely, tight, parade- 
ground formations, coming over at 
about 25,000 feet. But, I thought, 
when our fighters get up there and 
start rumpling their hair, those for- 
mations won't look so pretty. Only 
where were our fighters? The Japs 
passed on out of sight over the 
mountolns, and then we began hear- 
ing the rumble of bombs— only first 
we felt the vibrations on our feet, 
even out there in the water, and 
we knew something was catching 
hell. But what? Manila? Maybe 
Nichols Field? Or even Cavite, our 
own base? We couldn't know." 

"I did," said Bulkeley laconical- 
ly. "I was there, at Cavite. The 
Admiral sent us a two-hour warning 
> that they were coming— from For- 
mosa, and headed on down in our 
direction across Northern Luzon. So 
we hauled our boats out into the 
bay. They kept beautiful forma- 
tions, all right. The first big V had 
fifty-four planes in it, and they came 
in at about 20,000. with their fight- 
ers on up above to protect them 
from ours— only ours didn't show! 
We couldn't figure it. First they 
swtmg over Manila and began to 
paste the harbor shipping. It was 
a beautiful clear day, and 1 remem- 
ber the sun made rainbows on the 
waterspouts of their bombs. They 
were from a hundred and fifty to 
two hundred feet high, and it made 
a mist screen so dense you could 
hardly tell what was happening to 
the ships. It turned out nothing 
much was— they only hit a few. 

"But then that big beautiful V piv- 
oted slowly and moved over Cavite 
—began circling it like a flock of 
welMlsciplined buzzards. 

"They were too high to. see the 
bomb bay doors open, but we could 
see the stuff drop slowly, picking 
up speed; only as we watched we 
found we had troubles of our own. 
Because Ave little dive bombers 
peeled oft that formation, one by 
one, end started straight down for 
us. When they were down to about 
fifteen hundred feet, they leveled 
off and began unloading. Of course 
we gave our boats full throttle and 
began circling and twisting, both to 
dodge the bombs and to get a shot 
at them. Our gunners loved It— 
it was their first crack at the Japs. 
I remember Chalkcr's face; he's a 
machinist's mate from Texarkana— 
a ihootin* Texaa tx>y. He was pour- 
ing B0<aliber slugs up at them, cool- 
er than a paU of cracked ica.but 
that loBflf itraigbt, polntad Jaw of hia 
was Ml. Houlihan, who waa Bring

through the shimmering flames you 
could see only jagged walls. Then 
we saw Admiral Rockwell— he was 
directing the fire apparatus which 
was trying to save the depot. He is a 
tall man, a fine figure of a sailor, 
but his head was down that day. In 
a dead voice he told us we'd better 
get out— that the magazine was lia- 
ble to go up any minute. Wo offered 
to lake him with us to Mariveles. 
but he said no, his job was here, to 
do what he could to save the maga- 
zines. 

"So wc picked up from the gut- 
ters and streets a lot of cans of food 
we knew we would need— they were 
from the bombed warehouses- 
stacked them in the boat, and set 

out." 

"I was back there a couple of 
days later after the fires were out," 
said Ensign Cox, a good-looking yel- 
low-hatred youngster from up-state 
New York. "They were burying the 
dead— which consisted of collecting 
heads and arms and legs and put- 
ting them into the nearest bomb 
crater and slioveling debris over it. 
The smell was terrible. The Fili- 
pino yard workers didn't have much 
stomach for the job. but it had to 
be done and done quick because of 
disease. To make them work, they 
filled the Filipinos up with grain al- 
coHol, 
"That raid gave me my first big 
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from the Jops, so they would be do-j 
pending on our si:( boats for courier 
duty to relay oil confidential sluIT. \ 
"So I wasn't surprised," said' 
Bulkeley, "when early the next 
morning I got a hurry call to re- 
port to the Admiral in Manila. As 
our 34 boot clcnrcd the mine fields 
around Balaan. looking over toward 
Manila I saw something very (|Uccr 
-shipping of all descriptions was 
pouring out of that Manila break- 
water into the open linrbor- destroy- 
ers, mine sweepers, Yangtze River 
gunboats, Iramp steamers, all going 
hell for breakfast. And then I saw 
Ihcm— n big formiition of about twen- 
ty-seven bombers. By then I was. 
beginning to loarn that if wo saw: 
planes in the air, thoy v/ould be' 
Japs, not ours. Then came another, 
formation of twenty-nine, and slill; 
another of twenty-six. 

"If they were after shipping, wo. 
shouldn't get too close to tlic other 
boats, so I changed course. They 
wlicolcd majestically around . the 
bay's perimeter, and each time thcyi 
Passed Manila a load would go whis- 
tling down and presently huge col-" 
umns of black and white smoke be-; 
gan rising— wc 'could even see somo^ 
fires, although we wore still eleven 
miles away. 

"'Where in hell is our air forceri 
our crew kopfasking mc. *Why in; 
Christ's name don't thoy do some- 
thing?'. ■ 

"But the thing that really got mo^ 
was that those big Jap formations, 
circling the bay like It was a parade; 
maneuver, each time would sail im-| 
pudcntly right over Corregidorl : 
Didn't they know v;o hod anti-air-- 
craft guns? 

"They know all right, but it turnedj 
out they knew something I didn't.i 
For presently all twenty of Corregl-J 
dor's 3-inchers opened fire, and it' 
made me sick to see that every one^ 
of their shells was bursting from; 
5,000 lo 10,000 feel below that Jap, 
formation. Those pilots were as safo 
as though they'd been home in bed.; 
Later I found out what the Japs ap-; 
parently already know— that the' 
Rock's anti-aircraft guns didn't have, 
the range. And only then did it bo-; 
gin to dawn on me how completely, 
impotent we were. 

"When the Japs cleared out," con-; 
tlnued Bulkcley, "Kelly and I head-, 
ed for Manila, and docked about 
three o'clock, When we reported,; 
Commander Slocum told me the Ad- 
miral was considering sending our 
three boats oh a raid oIT Lingayen, 
and were we ready? We said we; 
were rarin* logo. So he said to^ 
stick around a couple of hours, and 
meanwhile to load the boats with, 
files, records, and so forth, because- 
they were. moving headquarters. It 
had escaped so for, but right hero 
on the water, front it was loo vul- 
nerable — sure to get smacked.- 
Through the open door we could seo. 
the Admiral- . conferring with his 
chief of StafT. , 

"But just then," said Kelly, "Com-, 
mander Slocum looked down at my 
arm, which was In a sling, frowned,' 
and said I should gel over to see the- 
fleet -doctor. The doctor took oft, 
the bandage and began to talk tough.j 
Said he couldn't do anything, and 
that I was to get that arm to a 
hospital as fast as 1 could. 

"I was dead sot on that raid, but 
I decided it wouldn't be tactful to 
bring that up, so 1 said, 'Aye, aye, 
sir,' and skipped it. Wo loaded the, 
boat with records, and then went 
back to headquarters, where we 
were lold llial the Jap convoy ofl 
Lingayen included eight transports 
and at least two battleships (one of 
these must have been the one that 
Colin Kelly later got), but that we 
weren't going to be sent. They were 
saving us for 'bigger things.' 

"•My God!' my junior oflUcer 
said later, 'I didn't know they came 
any biggerl What do they think we 
are?' 

"Anyway the Admiral patted 
Bulkcley on the shoulder and said, 
*We know you boys want to get in 
there and fight, but there's no sense 
sending you on suicidal missions- 
just now.' 

"So that was that, and we went on 
out across the bay, to our thatched 
village. 

"You might call the next few daya 
quiet for us,, although my arm be- 
gan giving me hell. 

"Presently Bulkeley dropped in on 
us in the 41 boat, bringing us some 
stuff issued by the navy to replace 
everything we'd lost at our quarters 
in Cavite — a shirt each, undordraw- 
ers, a few tubes of toothpaste, and 
razors — two for each boat, one for 
the men and one for the ofllcers. 
But with each razor there were only

He himself had to be on call for 
consultation with the Admiral, while 
they needed DeLong and his boat for 
courier duty. I said *sure.' 

"But the next few days were hell." 
The whole arm began swelling, and 
my hand was the size of a catcher's 
mill. The nights were worse because 
I couldn't lie down for any length of 
time. Also I had to keep my arm 
held up, or blood running down into 
it would drive me nuts, and it atlff- 
ened that way.

voluntary contributions, though i 
occasionally it distributes relief i 
supplies purdiased from U. S. j 
government appropriations. 
How are Red Cross accounts ^ 
audited? I 
All Red Cross accounts arc | 
audited by the War department, 
and a report, copies of which arc 
available to the -public, is sub- 
mitted annually to congress. 
The fTCitional organiaralion re- 
quires periodical audits from 
each diaptcr. 

For what general purpotet ii 
the Red Crou War Fund used? 
The Red Cross War Fund is 
used chiefly for services to the 
armed forces, disaster relief, ci- 
-vilian war aid, foreign war rc- 
liof, and health, education and 
safety services. 

Does the Red Croia acU any- 
thing to aoldiere? 
It as the policy of the American 
Red Cross to make no charge to 
any soldier for any Red Cross 
article or ser\*icc. However, at 
the request of the War dcpart- 
mert. food and lodging are pro- 
vided at cost, and in many case?, 
below cost, in the Red Cross 
clubs located in overseas leave 
areas. 

Did the Government mobllixe 
the Red Cross when war was de- 
clared? 

No, this was not necessary 
since the Red Cross is always in 
a state of readiness for disasatcr 
through its Tiational disasatcr re- 
lief staff and ohapter disaster re- 
lief committees. It merely cx- 
ipanded its personnel and facili- 
ties to meet the demands of the 
;war cmergerKy. 
How do Red Cross services in 
this war differ from those of the ! 
last war? | 

The services arc iubstantt^Ily \ 
the same, but tlie number of fa- ' 
cilities as well as the number of 
workers have been greatly in- 
creased. I'n| this war. the Rcd^ 
Cross 'Iras a inillion nrore. volun- 
teer workers, fplus several hun- 
dred more field workers. ' 
What does the American Red 
Cross do for Amcricani in 
enemy hands? 

The /Vmerican Red Cross cn- 
ileavors to provide regular ship- 
ments of food parcels, toilet and 
comfort articles, clothing and 
medical supplies to men in the 
armed forces <vd\o have been 
captured, and for Americans 
hdd as cirilian internees. 
What is the Red Cross set-up 



at the army posts and naval 
stations? 

At the large camps and stations 
there arc Red Cross headquar- 
ters and 'hospital recreation 
buildiii'gs. A Red Cross field 
director is an charge, witih an 
assistant field director and other 
assistaT.its on duty when the 
si/u of the force requires addi- 
tional heh>. Red Cross volun- 
teers also serve.

*'The Americans of Washington's 
day faced defeat on many occasions. 
Wc faced, and still face, reverses 
and misfortunes."

WHEAT BAN: 
lias Been Lifted 

AAA wheat niarkctini; quotas for \ 
1942 and 1343 have been suspended ; 
in what was announced by the de- 
partment of afiricuUure to be a 
move designed to insure adequate 
wartime supplies of the grain for 
lood— human and livestock. 

Under the marketing quota sys- 
tem onlv wheat grown under their 
AAA planting allotments could be 
sold, used or fed by farmers. Excess 
wheat so disposed of had been suo- 
ject to a 54 cent per bushel penalty 
tax for the 1D42 crop and it previous- 
ly had been expected that this pen- 
alty would amount to 60 cents on 
the 19-13 crop. With the quotas sus- 
pended these restrictions wore lift- 
ed. 

Secretary of Agriculture Claude 
Wickard declared that when the 1943 
quotas were announced in the fall 
of last year this country had a rec- 
ord supply of 1,013.000.000 bushels 
of wheat— enough to supply normal 
needs for two years. At that time 
farmers were asked to use extra 
wheat land for other war crops. Now 
consumption of wheal for human and 
livestock food has gone up and as 
a consequence the restriction had 
to be lifted to Insure supply. 

'RUSSIANS: 

Continue Drive 

There was little pause for cele- 
bration as Russia's army rnarked 
its 25lh anniversary but well the 
Nazis knew that the Russians had 
an armv. For all along the broad 
front the German rfitreat continued. 
From the northern anchor of the 
Axis line in South Russia at Orel 
to the northwest Caucasus the Red 
drive pushed Hitler's troops toward 
the Russian border. 

Premier Stalin's mossase on the 
anniversary proclaimed the mass 
expulsion of the Axis forces was in 
flood tide anrt wculd not soon abate. 
He praised his soldiers for their 
fighting spirit and urged them to be 
unrelenting in their future battles. 

Meanwhile the Berlin radio admit- 
ted the Reds were smashing through 
in several sectors near the Dnieper 
river b^Jt this source also declared 
that "Oie far reaching aims 01 the 
enemy had failed." 



ARMEO FORCES: 
Let Gcorixe Do It 



-Since when has .America adopted 
as its national policy, 'Let George 
.do i::* " asked Robert P. Pattor- 
E-jn. undersecretary of war. as he 
discussed the need for putting 
10,600.000 m.on into the armed forces 
bv the end of this year. Ho defend- 
ed this plan by declaring tlial this 
was the numbiir needed as judged 
by the commands and stalls of both 
the army and the navy. 

"Full account has been taken of 
the ability of .-Xmerican industry and 
labor and agriculture to produce the 
supplies needed by our forces, our 
Allies and by our civilian economy." 
•iaid Patterson, and he went on to 
point out that China had been actual- 
ly engaged in warfare for five and 
B half years, that Great Britain 
by the defense of its homeland had 
come the closest of the United Na- 
tions to an "all out" struggle and 
further advanced the point that the 
Russians "have killed more Nazis 
than all the other United Nations 
combined." 

Then he inquired whether it was 
U. S. policy to "Let George do ill" 



a conference in connection with the 
reorganization of llie government." 
Two factors gave credence to such 
belief. First was the possibility that 
the Vatican might be asked to act

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U-BOATS: 

Still Grave Menace 

Sinking of two American trans- 
ports in the North Atlantic with a 
loss of 850 lives underlined a state- 
ment by Secretary of the Navy 
Frank Knox that the submarine re- 
mains a grave menace to the en- 
tire Allied war effort. 

Coincident with his statement, 
Knox revealed that an American 
destroyer succeeded in trapping a 
U-boat in the Atlantic and sinking 
it with a barrage of flve-inch shells. 
An American gun crew aboard a 
freighter fired four shots to sink a 
Jap submarine that had torpedoed 
and severely crippled their craft in 
the Pacific, Knox also revealed. 

Germany is building U-boats fast- 
er than we are sinking them, Knox 
said. The new submarines have 
longer cruising range than the old 
and can submerge to greater depth. 
The U-boat menace is expected to 
reach its peak this spring. 



GUERRILLA WAR: 

Alonfi Sahveen River 

Although the Japanese continued 
their advance along the west bank 
of the Salween river in China's 
Yunnan province, informed quarters 
said that the Japs were not trying 
for a major break-through but mere- 
ly were feeling out the Chinese lines. 
Chinese guerrillas achieved "fine 
results" in harassing the roar 0! 
the Japanese line on the bonks of 
the Salween, according to a Chung- 
king communique. 

In Washington, Edward R. Stet- 
linius, lend-lease administrator, told 
the house foreign affairs committee 
that the United Slates will leave "no 
stone unturned" to get increased 
material aid to China. Sttttinius 
answered charges by Representative 
Maas of Minnesota, a marine re- 
serve ofnccr who saw action in the 
Pacific, that "we are not getting all 
the aid we can to China.*'

BIBLE TEACHINGS AGAINST 
DRUNKENNESS 

LESSON TEXT— I Samuel 30:lfl, 17: Isaiah 
Jt: M, V. Galatlans 5:1»-31. 

GOLDEN TEXT— "Slronir drlnli ihill b« 
bitter to them that drink It."— Iiilah t4-.ft. 



Sowing and reaping ts one of those 
universal laws which applies In all 
{realms of life. What we sow we 
ixeap. whether in the farmer's field, 
iin our national life, or in the life of 
the individual. It is true physically, 
I mentally, morally and spiritually. 

How surprising then that intelli- 
gent Americans think we can go on 
with the use of intoxicants which 
tiave destroyed other nations and ex- 
pect to escape the same sad conse- 
<iuences. Professional men have 
wrecked their careers, business men 
lost their hard earned positions, and 
rich men dissipated their inherit- 
ances; and at the same time each 
of them has fallen Into moral decay 
~all throuRh their inability to con- , 
Irol their desire for drink. Yet we 
continue to license its sale, and so 
another generation of young men 
must meet the same temptation. 

Our lesson presents three results 
of drunkenness. 
) I. MlUUry Defeat (I Sam. 30:16, 

ii7). 

I A crisis in the life of King David 
I Is related in this chapter. The 
lAmalckltcs had taken Zikiag. The 
.Icing and his family were prisoners, 
'.held by a host of barbarous men 
jiar too strong for them to oppose. 
iHe inquired of God and was told to 
•attack. With his little army of 400 
imen he defeated them. Why? Be- 
' cause in a drunken debauch they 
ISvcre celebrating their victory of the 
day before, 

■; This was not the first, nor the 
Hast, time that military defeat fol- 
1 lowed indulgence in alcoholic bev- 
erages. It has happened even In the 
i present war. Have we learned the 
•lesson? Will we avoid that danger? 
In this country our armed forces 
and defense workers are constantly 
exposed to temptation— and how 
many of them fall, anyone may 
Iktiow who has eyes to see. 

From distant battlefronls come 
disquieting reports that intoxicants 
are among the "supplies" which find 
quick transportation to the very 
front, where they are soon put to 
their destructive use. 
; II. National Decay (Isa. 28:M. 7). 
I Isaiah was a mighty voice against 
• moral corruption, and for the right- 
eousness of God. With true prophetic 
I insight he saw beneath the outward 
t prosperity and apparent glory of his 
1 people, and exposed tiic sins which 
{would soon destroy them os a na- 
.tion. Outstanding among those de- 
'fitructive forces was drunkenness. 

Turning first to the nortiiern king- 
■dom of Israel (for the nation had 
I now been divided), he. tells them 
jthat though their valleys may be 
1 fertile and their cities resplendent, 
.the collapse of all their boasted 
i greatness will surely come If they 
Hive in revelry and drunkenness. 
! He speaks of the coming of "the 
.mighty and the strong one" <v. 2) 
;who will be like a destroying storm. 
He refers to Assyria— itself an un- 
! godly people, but used of God to 
j scourge His own people who had 
become indulgent and sinful. 

There is a truth here which we 
need to learn. When nations forget 
^ 'God and fail in their responsibilities 
I to Him and to their fellow men; 
iwhen they become vain and self in- 
dulgent, God will bring judgment 
■ upon them. He may use as His in- 
strument nations who are them- 
selves pagan, to accomplish His pur- 
pose. 

The people should be led in re- 
'pcntance and righteousness fay their 
, religious leaders. How sad that some 
set an example in the other direc- 
tion. Others who live personal lives 
' above reproach are silent on these 
^ important questions lest they give 
1 offense to someone who may make 
■It difTlcult for them. How sad! 
i III. Eternal Destruction (Gal. 
6:1&-21). 

Military loss and national declen- 
sion should be enough to align every 
.right thinking person against intoxi- 
cants. But far worse is the fact 
jthat they bring many, many men 
and women into eternal separation 
from God. 

> In this passage "drunkenness and 
revellings" find their proper place 
with the other works of the flesh 
. which close the door to the kingdom 
of God. There Is no use trying to 
dismiss or cover it up as the un- 
fortunate weakness of an otherwise 
nice person, or the natural result 
of a bit of social fellowship. 
I America has too long regarded a 
drunken person os a joke— or at most 
a bit of a nuisance to be indulged 
and tolerated. The Bible says that 
"they who practice such things shall 
not inherit the kingdom of God'* 
(V. 21). 

I That is plain enough* isn't it? Mr. 
Drinker, outside or inside the 
church, had you better not think 
about that before you drink again? 
Church of Christ, ii it not time for 
you to do lomething more effectiva 
to deliver the young men and womf n 
of America from the constant' tcng^ 
totlon now placed befort thtmT 



Senator Horry F. Byrd, in a re- 
cent press rcleasQ, said in ptfrt: 

"The United States Civil Service 
Commission reports as of August 31, 
1942, that there were 2,006,300 em- 
ployees of the United States govern- 
ment ... On Armistice Day. No- 
vember 11, 191B, there was a total 
of 017.760 civilian federal employ- 
ees. We have three times that many 
now. In the last World War we had 
one civilian employee for every four 
and one-half mcmbbrs In the armed 
service. In this war, we have so 
far one civilian employee to every 
one and three-fourths members of 
the armed forces, the ratio being 
two and one-half times more per sol- 
dier, and we are still increasing our 
civilian personnel at the rate of over 
3,000 daily ... On November 11. 
1018, there were thirty agencies of 
the government. Today there are 
81 distinct agencies, many of these 
making no direct contribution to the 
war effort." 

This remarkable statement should 
receive the careful consideration of 
every American citizen. When we 
consider that, since the release by 
Senator Byrd. the President has sub- 
mitted his budget to Congress for 
the fiscal year, calling for 100 billion 
dollars for our war effort and nine 
billion additional for civic expendi- 
tures, we gain some idea of what 
the conduct of this war is going 



to mean in the tfix burden of the 
next generation. 

Curtail Civic Spending 
No one wonts to limit a single 
activity necessary to win the war, 
but just ordinary common sense and 
economy indicate that every unnec- 
essary civic expenditure should wait 
until tlie emergency of war has 
passed. 

Hight now our new Congress Is 
confronted witii the problem of pre- 
venting excessive profits on war con- 
tracts. Present law provides for 
"renegotiotion" of their separate 
conlracls by the Army and Navy de- 
partments and the Maritime' com- 
mission. There are some three mil- 
lion of these contracts, but probably 
not 5 per cent will show excessive 
profits after taxation. 

The Internal Revenue department 
will find every case of excessive 
profits and. where such profits re- 
main after taxes, can report such 
cases for "renegotiation." This ii 
practical economy and doei the Job 
the most cfllcient way. 

Industry and agriculture, both of 
which feel the pinch of shorUge of 
manpower, should support Congress 
in any method it decides upon as 
practical and economical. Prevent- 
ing new additions to the payrolls and 
cutting out useless civic expenditures 
and payroilers who have nothing to 
do that is constructive in the war 
effort will help solve the manpower 
problem and pase the burden of taxes.

Our 
government, both local, slate and 
national, sliould inspire and load in 
the support our civilian population | 
gives to Ihc war elfort.

The new Congress is tackling this 
job with a will and a purpose.
